Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  1951. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Stone  Rural  District  Council. 


Mr  Chairman  and  Gentlemen 


May  1  before  making  my  observation  of  the  contents  of  this  report,  apologise  for  its  tardy  appearance.  This 
has  been  due  to  an  illness  which  made  the  production  of  this  report  and  the  Atmospheric  Pollution  Report  a  very 
considerable  strain.  Both  reports  are  however  now  complete  and  the  Atmospheric  Pollution  report  will  be  in  your 
hands  very  shortly 


The  year  has  been  happily  uneventful  in  that  no  serious  epidemic  disease  has  afflicted  us  The  Measles  though 
widespread  was  mild  and  there  was  no  fatality.  No  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified,  this  being  the  eighth  year  in 
which  the  success  of  the  immunisation  scheme  has  been  so  well  shown,  and  should  make  it  even  more  urgent  a  neces¬ 
sity  that  every  parent  secures  for  their  children  this  invaluable  protection.  When  the  high  standard  of  con¬ 

struction  we  have  adopted  is  taken  into  account,  it  will  be  seen  from  the  table  on  housing  that  we  still  have  a  very 
substantial  lead,  particularly  so  when  it  is  considered  the  standard  quality  of  the  houses  we  have  built.  Conversion 
and  water  connections  will  increase  enormously  when  the  Eccleshall  extension  and  the  Eastern  Areas  supply 
scheme  is  complete.  It  will  be  appreciated  that  the  number  of  people  having  mains  sanitation  and  piped  water 
supply  does  not  include  our  own  building  programme,  in  which  of  course,  this  is  an  essential.  Finally,  I  wish  I 
could  report  more  farms  in  our  area  producing  T.T.  milk,  but  no  doubt  as  our  water  schemes  come  into  being 
this  should  be  a  more  easy  task  for  the  farmer. 


I  wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Hawkes  and  his  staff  for  their  ever  willing  and  efficient  help,  and  to  the 
members  of  the  council  for  their  interest  and  support.

BYE-LAW  IN  FORCE  IN  THE  AREA.

RESEARCH  ON  POLIOMYELITIS. 

At  the  request  of  the  County  Health  Dept. ,  in  conjunction  with  the  Director  of  the  Virus  Reference 
Laboratory  at  Colindale,  London  investigations  were  carried  out  at  Barlaston  on  behalf  of  the  Medical  Research 
Council. 

The  object  of  the  investigations  was  to  attempt  to  determine  the  distribution  of  virus  during  epidemic  and 
non-epidemic  periods  in  50  towns  and  50  villages  situated  in  England  and  Wales  during  1951. 

The  village  of  Barlaston  was  selected  in  the  Stone  Rural  District,  as  the  village  was  considered  to  be  a 
“positive”  one  in  view  of  the  cases  of  poliomyelitis  which  had  occurred  in  the  village  itself. 

A  survey  of  the  drains  and|  sewers  in  the  village  was  carried  out  during  the  month  of  April  and  30 

suitable  points  were  selected,  particulars  being  recorded  of  the  number  of  houses  draining  to  each  point  and  the 
number  of  children  under  15  years  of  age  residing  in  the  houses.  Special  attention  being  paid  to  the  premises 
where  the  cases  of  infantile  paralysis  had  occurred. 

Plans  were  then  prepared  and  the  selected  manhole  points  indicated  thereon  ;  these  plans  were  submitted 
to  Dr.  Ramage,  County  Public  Health  Dept. 

The  number  of  houses  covered  by  the  selected  points  and  child  population  under  15  years  of  age  residing 
in  these  premises  were  357  and  274  respectively. 

The  technique  consisted  of  inserting  two  swabs  in  each  selected  manhole,  the  swabs  being  directed  into 
the  sewage  flow  and  held  in  position  by  string  and  suitable  weights  to  keep  them  submerged  in  the  sewage 

itself.  After  72  hours  the  swabs  were  removed  and  carefully  replaced  in  their  sterile  containers  and  conveyed  to 

the  laboratory  at  Stafford. 

Swabbing  was  carried  out  between  the  periods  27th  April,  1951  to  the  30th  April  1951  and  25th  June, 
1951  to  the  27th  June,  1951. 

The  results  of  the  investigation  were  received  on  the  23rd  August,  1951  from  the  Virus  Reference  Laboratory 
and  it  was  found  that  nothing  abnormal  was  detected. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1948. 

During  1951  the  Council  took  no  action  under  Section  47  of  this  Act  in  relation  to  Aged  and  Chronic 
Sick  Persons  in  need  of  Care  and  Attention. 


GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 

The  names  of  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  are  set  out  in  page  1.  During  the  past  year  an 
additional  Sanitary  Inspector  and  a  Junior  Clerk  have  been  appointed  to  deal  with  the  increasing  work  of  the 
Department. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

All  examinations  of  bacteriological  specimens  and  chemical  analysis  are  carried  out  at  the  Laboratories 
in  Stafford.

EASTERN  AREAS  SUPPLY  SCHEME. 

The  water  scheme  for  the  Eastern  Parishes,  viz.  Hilderstone,  Milwich  and  Sandon  is  still  far  from  complete 
and  efforts  are  being  made  to  obtain  a  piped  supply  for  the  areas  not  yet  served. 

The  independent  scheme  for  Sandon  Village  has  now  been  abandoned  and  a  suggested  scheme  of  extending 
the  main  from  the  village  of  Hilderstone  has  been  incorporated  in  the  Eastern  Areas  Scheme.  This  is  under 
consideration . 


MILWICH  WATER  SUPPLY. 

Work  in  connection  with  the  10,000  gallons  service  reservoir  is  now  completed  and  the  reservoir  is  now 
ready  for  use.  This  scheme  has  now  been  taken  over  by  the  Staffordshire  Potteries  Water  Board. 

ECCLESHALL  EXTENSION  SCHEME. 

This  extension  scheme  which  embraces  the  villages  of  Aspley,  Slindon,  Sturbridge,  Sugnall,  Walk  Mill, 
Offley  Hay,  Garmelow,  Whitley  Heath,  Wetwood  and  Fair  Oak,  has  now  been  completed,  with  the  exception  of 
testing  and  final  reinstatement. 


YARNFIELD  WATER  SUPPLY. 

Consideration  is  still  being  given  to  the  amended  scheme  to  serve  this  village.  The  properties  in  the  village 
are  still  relying  upon  standpipe  supply.

SEWERAGE. 

BARL ASTON  PARISH. 

The  major  portion  of  the  properties  situated  within  this  Parish  are  served  by  a  main  drainage  scheme, 
the  sewage  from  which  is  treated  at  the  Strongford  Purification  Works,  which  are  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Stoke-on-Trent  City  Council. 

CHEBSEY  PARISH. 

The  Sewerage  Scheme  approved  by  the  Ministry  in  August  this  year  to  serve  the  village  of  Norton  Bridge, 
is  now  in  course  of  construction.  The  scheme  includes  the  laying  of  sewers  and  the  construction  of  a  small  sewage 
disposal  works,  the  effluent  from  the  works  being  discharged  into  the  River  Meece. 

Apart  from  the  Council  Houses  situated  within  the  hamlet  of  Chebsey,  no  main  drainage  is  available  and 
sewage  is  dealt  with  by  means  of  septic  tanks  and  filter  beds,  cesspools  or  privies. 

ECCLESHALL  PARISH. 

The  Township  of  Eccleshall  is  served  by  main  drainage,  the  sewage  being  lifted  to  a  disposal  works  situated 
above  the  River  Sow. 

For  some  considerable  time  the  state  of  these  works  have  been  very  unsatisfactory,  as  crude  sewage  has  been 
gaining  access  into  the  River  from  the  pump  well  overflow,  furthermore,  the  capacity  of  the  works  is  totally 
inadequate  to  deal  with  increased  flow  which  is  partly  due  to  infiltration  in  the  sewers  and  in  part  due  to  housing 
development  and  conversions  of  earth  closets  into  water  closets. 

Negotiations  are  taking  place  between  this  Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Supply  for  the  transfer  of  their 
works,  (which  adjoin  the  Council’s  Works),  to  the  Council,  in  order  to  ease  the  load  of  the  Eccleshall  Works. 

In  addition,  consideration  is  being  given  to  the  enlarging  of  the  existing  works  and  the  replacement  of  the 
existing  pumps. 

The  village  of  Wetwood  is  served  by  a  small  sewage  installation. 

With  the  exception  of  the  post  war  Council  House  property,  the  remainder  of  this  parish  is  served  by  septic 
tanks,  cesspools  or  privies. 

FULFORD  PARISH. 

This  parish  can  be  divided  into  three  main  sections  from  a  drainage  point  of  view. 

(a)  Meir  Heath. 

Part  draining  to  the  Meir  Sewage  Works  via  Sandon  Road,  and  part  to  Rough  Close  Sewage  Works. 

The  remainder  of  the  village  being  served  by  septic  tanks  and  filter  beds. 

(b)  Blythe  Bridge. 

This  village  drains  to  the  Forsbrook  Sewage  Works. 

(c)  Fulford  and  Saverley  Green. 

The  sanitary  conditions  in  these  villages  are  unsatisfactory,  disposal  of  sink  waste  matter  being  discharged 
into  water  courses  and  the  disposal  of  night  soil  in  the  gardens  of  the  properties. 

Consideration  is  being  given  to  the  question  of  providing  main  drainage  to  these  villages  by  installation  of 
independent  sewage  purification  works  or  as  an  alternative,  by  draining  the  area  to  the  Tean  Valley  sewer  which 
is  shortly  to  be  laid  through  the  village  of  Cresswell  by  the  City  of  Stoke-on-Trent  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Stoke- 
on-Trent,  Cheadle  and  Stone  Rural  District  Councils. 


S W YNNERT ON  PARISH. 

A  scheme  is  being  prepared  by  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  for  sewering  the  properties  in  North- 
wood  Lane,  Whitmore  Road  and  Newcastle  Road,  Clayton,  where  serious  nuisances  are  being  caused  by  the 
discharge  of  sewage  into  the  water  course  and  on  adjoining  land. 

Preliminary  levels  have  been  taken  and  it  has  been  found  possible  to  drain  this  area  by  gravitation  to  the 
main  sewer  adjoining  the  Trentham  Gardens. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  Council  are  still  continuing  to  operate  three  refuse  vehicles  which  are  used  entirely  for  the  collection 
of  household  refuse.  An  additional  refuse  vehicle  is  used  for  the  collection  of  salvage  and  night  soil.  This  vehicle  is 
also  used  as  a  standby  for  refuse  collection  in  tfte  event  of  a  breakdown.  The  Council  also  operate  an  open  motor 
lorry,  this  being  used  for  incidental  work  appertaining  to  public  health. 

The  normal  refuse  collection  is  a  fortnightly  one,  but  certain  parts  of  the  district  have  a  weekly  collection. 

Three  tips  are  at  present  in  use  and  these  are  enumerated  as  follows  :  — 

(a)  Rough  Close  Sewage  Works. 

(b)  Eccleshall  Sewage  Works. 

(c)  Clayton . 

There  is  a  standby  tip  situated  at  Spotacre.  By  far  the  greater  portion  of  the  refuse  is  deposited  at  Rough 
Close  and  Eccleshall,  as  there  is  a  tipman  employed  at  both  these  tips.  These  men  also  attend  to  the  Sewage  Works. 

During  the  year  approximately  4,800  tons  of  refuse  was  collected  and  deposited  on  the  above  tips.  It  will 
be  of  interest  to  note  that  the  approximate  cost  of  collection  of  refuse  and  disposal  is  22/ id.  per  ton. 

Seven  informal  notices  were  served  in  connection  with  the  provision  of  dustbins.  At  the  end  of  the  year  six 
of  these  notices  had  been  complied  with. 

On  the  31st  March,  1950,  the  collection  of  night  soil  by  Contract  terminated,  and  during  the  preceeding 
twelve  months  the  cost  of  night  soil  collection  in  the  Township  of  Eccleshall,  by  Contract,  was  £420.  per  annum. 

On  the  1st  April,  1950,  collection  was  undertaken  by  the  Council’s  workmen  and  the  cost  for  the  year  1951 
was  £140.  This  reduction  in  the  expenditure  on  nightsoil  can  be  attributed  to  two  factors  :  — 

(a)  The  transfer  of  the  collection  from  Contract  to  direct  labour. 

(b)  The  progress  being  made  on  the  conversion  of  earth  closets  to  water  closets  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.

SHOPS  ACT,  1950. 

In  accordance  with  the  delegated  powers  agreement  with  the  Staffordshire  County  Council,  the  following 
Annual  Report  was  submitted  to  that  Council. 

“With  the  appointment  of  an  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector  in  September,  1951,  it  has  been  possible  to 
deal  more  fully  with  the  inspection  of  shops  in  the  district.  109  routine  inspections  have  been  carried  out,  with  the 
exception  of  the  public  houses  and  some  garages  with  petrol  filling  stations,  all  premises  have  been  visited. 

The  following  table  analyses  by  Principal  Businesses  the  total  number  of  shops  in  the  district,  but  in  this 
connection  it  should  be  noted  that  with  the  exception  of  some  establishments  in  the  Township  of  Eccleshall  and 
the  catering  establishments  at  Trentham  Gardens  the  shops  are  small.  Of  the  shops  inspected,  only  20  are  not 
occupied  with  dwelling  accommodation.

In  a  number  of  cases,  the  notice  specifying  the  early  closing  day  was  not  exhibited  and  the  occupiers  were 
requested  verbally  to  affix  such  a  notice. 

(b)  General  Closing  Hours. 

The  general  closing  hours  applicable  to  the  various  shops  appeared  to  be  generally  observed.  In  the  few 
cases  where  some  variation  appeared  to  occur,  the  occupiers  were  informed  of  the  requirements  of  the  Shops  Act. 

Conditions  of  Employment. 

(a)  Statutory  Half-Holiday,  etc. 

As  far  as  could  be  ascertained  the  provisions  relating  to  Assistant’s  half  holiday  ( i.e .  not  later  than  1-30 
p.m.  on  one  week  day  per  week)  and  mealtimes  were  observed.  In  one  case  it  was  necessary  to  draw  the  occupiers 
attention  to  the  absence  of  the  notice  to  be  exhibited  in  the  shop  specifying  the  assistant’s  half  holiday  and  this 
requirement  has  been  complied  with. 

(b)  Young  Persons. 

There  were  only  7  young  persons  ( e.g .  under  18  years)  employed  in  those  shops  inspected.  The  hours  of 
employment  appeared  to  be  observed. 

(c)  Seats  for  Female  Assistants. 

An  informal  notice  was  served  in  one  instance  requiring  the  provision  of  a  seat  for  a  female  assistant  and 
to  display  the  statutory  notice  in  this  connection.  This  notice  has  been  complied  with. 


(d)  Sanitary  and  other  arrangements. 

The  arrangements  for  ventilation,  lighting,  heating,  facilities  for  taking  meals  in  shops,  sanitary  accom¬ 
modation  and  washing  facilities  are  complied  with  generally,  but  in  one  case  an  informal  notice  was  served  requiring 
provision  of  washing  facilities.  Some  minor  contraventions  do  exist  but  since  no  assistants  were  employed  in 
the  shops  concerned  no  action  was  taken.

Enforcement. 

A  pamphlet  summarising  the  principal  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950  was  issued  to  shopkeepers. 
It  was  felt  that  this  pamphlet  w’ould  be  a  great  aid  in  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act.” 


RAG  FLOCK,  ETC. 

The  Rag  Flock  and  other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951  came  into  force  on  1st  November,  1951  and  is  designed 
to  secure  the  use  of  clean  filling  materials  in  upholstered  articles.  It  repealed  the  Rag  Flock  Acts,  1911/28. 

One  factory  used  for  activities  in  connection  with  upholstering  has  been  registered  for  the  use  of  filling 
materials  specified  in  the  Act. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection. 

As  reported  in  my  previous  annual  reports  all  animals,  the  food  of  which  is  intended  for  human  con¬ 
sumption,  are  slaughtered  at  the  Ministry  of  Food  Central  Slaughterhouse  at  Stone.  Meat  inspection,  therefore,  is 
carried  out  by  the  Stone  Urban  District  Council. 

Some  private  pigs  are  being  slaughtered  in  the  district  under  licence  from  the  Ministry  of  Food,  parts  of 
which  have  been  allocated  to  local  butchers.  An  arrangement  has  been  made  (March  1952)  with  the  Food  Office 
for  these  cases  to  be  notified  in  order  that  the  pigs  may  be  inspected  following  slaughter. 

Knacker  Yards. 

There  are  three  knackers  yards  licensed  within  the  District  two  of  which  are  used  regularly. 

Slaughtermen. 

Ninejeen  men  held  licences  to  stun  and  slaughter  animals  under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act.  1933  during 
the  year.

Manufactured  Food. 

During  the  year  6  butchers’  premises  were  registered  under  Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938 
for  the  preparation  and  manufacture  of  sausages  and  pressed  meats  intended  for  sale  for  human  consumption. 

The  premises  are  kept  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  and  in  one  case  certain  structural  improvements  were 
carried  out  as  a  result  of  informal  notice. 

These  are  the  only  premises  registerable  under  this  section. 

Ice-Cream. 

During  the  year,  6  premises  have  been  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream,  making  a  total  of  25 
by  the  end  of  the  year.  Further  samples  of  ice  cream  have  been  taken  from  time  to  time,  the  majority  of  which 
have  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

There  is  still  only  one  factory  within  the  district  where  ice  cream  is  manufactured  for  consumption  in  other 
districts,  and  regular  inspections  have  been  made  of  the  premises.  During  September,  complaints  were  received 
from  three  authorities  that  samples  taken  in  their  districts  had  fallen  into  Grade  3.  In  view  of  the  satisfactory 
results  obtained  at  the  Factory  the  matter  was  investigated  and  special  samples  taken  from  the  various  processes. 
A  variety  of  results  were  obtained  within  grades  1  and  2.  Plate  counts  were  also  taken  on  these  samples  and  in  most 
cases  were  found  to  be  practically  sterile.  Some  variation  was  noted  in  the  counts  from  samples  taken  from  the 
various  processes  of  the  same  mix  but  it  has  to  be  remembered  that  in  ice  cream  the  loci  of  organisms  tends  to  be 
pocketed  owing  to  the  solidity  of  ice  cream,  and  the  viscosity  of  a  10%  dilution,  it  is  practically  impossible  to  ensure 
a  completely  homogeneous  mixture.  This  is  the  reason  for  the  variability  in  the  colony  count  and  the  reason 
why  so  little  weight  can  be  put  on  colony  counts  from  ice  cream  samples.  The  results  obtained  from  both  the 
methylene  blue  tests  and  colony  counts  on  these  special  samples  indicated  that  the  ice  cream  was  of  a  satisfactory 
degree  of  bacteriological  purity.  These  investigations  were  brought  to  a  satisfactory  conclusion. 

Food  Premises. 

With  the  appointment  of  an  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector  in  September,  1951  it  has  been  possible  to 
devote  more  time  to  the  adequate  supervision  of  food  premises  in  the  District,  particulars  of  which  are  detailed 
in  the  table  shown  under  the  heading  of  “Shops  Act,  1950”  earlier  in  this  report.  A  total  of  92  inspections  were 
carried  out  at  the  63  food  premises  (other  than  Public  Houses)  during  the  year  and  every  effort  made  to  improve 
the  standard  of  food  hygiene  in  the  District.  Informal  Action  to  remedy  contraventions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act  1938  was  taken  in  17  instances  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the  work  required 
was  completed  in  4  cases,  and  was  in  progress  in  7  others.  It  is  hoped  to  encourage  a  high  standard  among  all 
food  handlers  and  to  inspect  all  public  houses  during  the  ensuing  year. 

The  occupiers  of  food  premises  have  been  circularised  appealing  to  them  in  the  interest  of  hygiene  to  display 
a  printed  notice  which  was  enclosed  requesting  their  customers  not  to  bring  dogs  in  to  the  premises.  It  is  pleasing 
to  note  that  a  majority  of  the  shopkeepers  have  displayed  the  notice. 

Bakehouses. 

Three  bakehouses  (other  than  Basement  Bakehouses)  are  in  operation  within  the  district.  5  inspections 
have  been  made  during  the  year  and  informal  action  has  been  taken  in  1  case  to  remedy  defects  under  Section 
13  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1938. 


Fish  and  Chip  Shop. 

Plans  were  submitted  and  approved  for  the  erection  of  a  Fish  and  Chip  Shop  during  the  year.  A  building 
licence  was  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Works  and  the  premises  completed  and  in  operation  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
A  number  of  inspections  were  made  and  no  contraventions  were  noticed.

Distributors  and  Dairies. 

This  Council  is  the  Registration  Authority  for  dairymen  other  than  Dairy  Farmers  (Distributors)  and  for 
dairies  other  than  dairy  farms  ;  i.e.  non-producer  retailers  and  their  premises.  16  dairymen  have  been  registered 
as  Distributors  within  the  Stone  Rural  District  as  follows  :  —

2  premises  are  registered  as  Dairies,  the  remaining  five  distributors  from  premises  in  the  Rural  District 
either  operate  from  farm  dairies  (shared  with  dairy  farmer)  which  are  registered  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries,  or  obtain  their  milk  in  bottles  from  dairy  farms  and  wholesale  dairies. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  some  dairy  farmers  retail  milk  in  the  district  and  are  registered  by  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 


Special  Designations. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  and  type  of  licences  issued  to  Distributors  authorising  the  use  of 
special  designations.  Dealer’s  licences  are  issued  to  distributors  where  premises  are  situated  within  the  licensing 
authorities  area  and  supplementary  licences  to  distributors  from  other  areas,  subject  to  their  holding  dealer’s 
licences  from  the  appropriate  licensing  authorities.  The  licences  are  annual  expiring  on  the  31st  of  December 
and  are  renewable.

Definition  of  Special  Designations. 

Tuberculin  Tested  milk  is  produced  from  herds  in  which  every  animal  is  subjected  to  tuberculin  tests 
and  examinations  by  a  veterinary  inspector  at  regular  intervals.  Reactors  to  the  test  and  animals  showing  evidence 
of  any  disease  likely  to  affect  the  milk  injuriously  must  be  segregated  or  removed  from  the  herd  which  must  be 
completely  isolated  from  other  cattle. 

Such  milk  is  considered  free  from  tubercle  bacilli  but  is  liable  to  convey  other  bovine  diseases  pathogenic 
to  man. 


Accredited  milk  is  produced  from  herds  in  which  every  milch  cow  is  submitted  to  examinations  by  veterin¬ 
ary  inspectors  at  such  times  required  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  Any  animal  showing  evidence 
of  disease  likely  to  injuriously  affect  the  milk  is  segregated  or  removed  from  the  herd. 

This  designation  will  cease  to  be  used  after  the  ist  October,  1954  and  new  licences  must  not  be  granted 
after  30th  September,  1952. 

Milk  sold  under  this  designation  has  been  known  on  occasions  to  be  infected  with  tubercle  bacilli  and  other 
bovine  diseases  pathogenic  to  man. 

Pasteurised  milk  which  is  retained  at  a  temperature  of  either  not  less  than  145 °F.  or  more  than  I50°F. 
for  at  least  30  minutes  or  not  less  than  i6i°F.  for  at  least  15  seconds  and  in  both  cases  immediately  cooled  to  a 
temperature  of  not  more  than  50 °F. 

This  process  is  held  by  some  authorities  to  kill  most  organisms  pathogenic  to  man,  but  the  milk  can  be 
infected  through  careless  handling  after  pasteurisation. 

After  ist  October,  1954  pasteurised  milk  must  be  bottled  on  the  premises  on  which  it  is  pasteurised. 

Sterilised  milk  is  milk  filtered  or  clarified,  homogenised  and  heated  to  and  maintained  at  a  temperature 
not  less  than  2I2°F.  such  period  to  ensure  that  it  complies  with  the  turbidity  test.  The  heating  process  which 
usually  takes  place  in  the  bottles  in  which  the  milk  is  to  be  sold  is  held  to  kill  most  pathogenic  organisms  and  cannot 
be  re-infected  by  subsequent  handling. 

Sampling  of  Milk. 

Routine  samples  of  milk  are  taken  by  the  Sampling  Officers  of  the  Staffordshire  County  Council,  and  in 
the  case  of  milk  supplied  from  wholesale  milk  producers  in  the  Stone  Rural  District  to  Dairies  in  Birmingham, 
by  the  Birmingham  Public  Health  Department  upon  arrival  at  the  dairies.  Copies  of  the  results  of  the  Bacteri¬ 
ological  and  Biological  examinations  are  forwarded  by  the  Laboratory  Director  to  the  District  Council  concerned 
in  the  case  of  the  County  Council’s  samples.  Where  samples  are  found  to  be  positive  to  the  tubercle  bacilli  the 
County  Health  Department  notifies  the  authorities  concerned  by  telephone  immediately  and  confirmation  in  writing 
is  despatched  the  same  day. 

During  the  year  9  samples  taken  in  the  District  and  4  samples  taken  in  Birmingham  were  found  to  be 
positive  to  biological  tests  for  tuberculosis.  In  9  of  these  cases,  notices  under  regulation  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Regulations,  1949,  were  served  and  were  withdrawn  upon  the  final  certificates  of  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer 
certifying  that  the  herds  concerned  were  non-tuberculous.  Interim  certificates  from  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer 
showed  that  this  action  was  not  necessary  in  the  remaining  four  cases,  cows  being  taken  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order,  1938  in  three  instances  and  in  the  other,  the  farmer  had  sold  his  herd  for  slaughter  and  acquired  an  attested 
herd. 

Immediately  a  case  of  milk  infected  by  tubercle  bacilli  is  notified  by  the  County  Health  Department  to  the 
Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  that  Officer  telegraphs  the  farmer  con¬ 
cerned  and  the  herd  inspected  the  following  day.  The  interim  certificate  referred  to  above  is  then  issued  and  he 
states  whether  any  action  has  been  taken  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order  1938  and  his  recommendation  in  respect  of 
service  of  notice  under  Regulation  20  requiring  heat  treatment  of  the  milk  concerned  before  sale  to  the  public. 

A  case  of  abortus  fever  was  notified  to  this  Department  in  August  1951  and  as  part  of  the  investigations 
“quarter”  samples  of  milk  from  the  herd  supplying  the  implicated  milk  were  submitted  for  direct  culture  and 
negative  results  obtained.  However,  this  report  was  followed  by  a  further  notification  from  Public  Health 
Laboratory  stating  that  in  early  July  a  sample  of  this  milk  was  taken  and  that  the  biological  test  showed  that  at 
that  time  it  was  positive  to  Brucella  abortus.  Having  regard  to  the  later  direct  cultures  action  under  Regulation 
20  was  considered  unnecessary. 

Bye-Laws  for  Handling,  Wrapping  and  Delivery  etc.,  of  Food. 

No  formal  action  has  been  necessary  in  enforcement  of  these  bye-laws,  but  some  occupiers  of  food  premises 
have  had  their  attention  drawn  to  certain  irregularities  which  have  been  remedied. 

A  copy  of  the  Bye-laws  was  issued  to  each  occupier  during  the  year,  as  part  of  the  campaign  to  ensure 
hygienic  handling  of  food. 


PETROLEUM  ACTS. 

During  the  past  year  73  Petroleum  Licences  were  issued.  These  licences  represent  a  total  capacity  of 
66,280  gallons.
